No. F.9-25/2000-U3(A)Pt.3.—Whereas, ‘Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham' Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu consisting of 
following five Institutions was declared as deemed to be university under Section 3 of the University Grants Commission 
(UGC) Act, 1956 vide this Ministry's Notification No. F.9-25/2000-U.3 dated the 13 th January, 2003 subject to a review after 
five years: 

i. Amrita Institute of Technology and Science, Ettimadai Campus, Coimbatore; 

ii. Amrita Institute of Management, Ettimadai Campus, Coimbatore; 

iii. Amrita Institute of Medical Sciences and Research Centre, Kochi; 

iv. Amrita Institute of Pharmaceutical Sciences, Kochi; and 

v. Amrita Institute of Nursing Sciences, Kochi. 

2. And whereas, as per the provisions of the Ministry’s Notification dated 13.01.2003, an Expert Committee was constituted 
by the UGC to review the functioning of the Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore. 

3. And whereas, the Central Government vide its Notification No.9-25/2000-U.3A dated 30 th September, 2016, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by Section 3 and on the advice of the UGC, extended the status of Deemed to be University of 
‘Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham' Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu for another period of five years i.e. from 13.01.2008 to 12.01.2013. 

4. And further whereas, ‘Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham' Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu and its Constituent Units have been 
reviewed by UGC through an Expert Committee. Further, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3, the Central 
Government vide its Notification No.9-25/2000-U3(A)Pt.3 dated 27 th March, 2017, on the advice of the UGC, further 
extended the status of Deemed to be University of ‘Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham’ Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu for another 
period of five years i.e. from 13.01.2013 to 12.01.2018 subject to condition that further extension shall only be given if a 
separate Society in the name of Deemed to be University is created and all the moveable and immovable assets are legally 
transferred in the newly created Society. Till the deficiencies are rectified, no further expansion shall be permitted to Amrita 
Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu. 

5. And whereas, as per the request of Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu and also as per the advice of 
UGC, the Ministry, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, extended / regularized the 
Deemed to be University status to Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu for a period of six months w.e.f. 
13.01.2018 to 12.07.2018. 

6. And whereas, the Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu once again requested the UGC to extend the 
Deemed to be University status by one academic year so that its academic activities are not affected. The request of the 
Institution has been considered by the Commission in its 530 th meeting (Item No.2.19) held on 20.03.2018 and recommended 
for the extension of Deemed to be University status to Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, Tamil Nadu for another 
period of one year w.e.f. 13.07.2018 to 12.07.2019. 

7. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, on the 
advice of UGC, hereby extend / regularize the Deemed to be University status to Amrita Vishwa Vidyapeetham, Coimbatore, 
Tamil Nadu for another period of one year w.e.f. 13.07.2018 to 12.07.2019 within which the Institute will comply with the 
conditions of this Ministry’s order dated 27 th March, 2017 otherwise no further extension shall be given for this reason.

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government vide its 
Notification No.9-19/2005-U.3 dated 21.08.2007, on the advice of UGC, had declared Academy of Maritime Education & 
Training, Kanathur, Tamil Nadu as an Institution deemed to be University under de-novo category, for the provisional period 
of five years, with effect from the date of disaffiliation of the Institute from its affiliating University. 

3. And further whereas, the functioning of Academy of Maritime Education & Training, Kanathur, Tamil Nadu was 
reviewed by the UGC with the help of its Expert Committee during 31 st January to 2 nd February, 2018. The report of the 
Expert Committee was placed before the Commission in its 530 th meeting (Item No.2.06) held on 20.03.2018.

Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of higher learning as deemed to be 
University. 

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government vide its 
Notification No.9-19/2000-U.3 dated 13.04.2006, on the advice of UGC, had declared KLE Academy of Higher Education &

Research, Belgaum, Karnataka, comprising (i) Jawaharlal Nehru Medical College, Belgaum and (ii) KLE BK Institute of 
Dental Sciences, Belgaum, as an institution deemed to be University, for a period of five years. 

3. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, following institutions were 
brought under ambit of KLE Academy of Higher Education and Research, Belgaum, by the Central Government vide 
Notification No.9-19/2000-U.3 dated 20.02.2009 subject to the conditions that all the terms & conditions of conferment of 
deemed to be university status to KLE Academy of Higher Education & Research, Belgaum shall remain unchanged: 

i. KLE Institute of Nursing Sciences, Belgaum; 

ii. KLE Institute of Physiotherapy, Belgaum; 

iii. KLE Shri B.M.K. Ayurveda Mahavidyalaya, Belgaum; 

iv. KLE College of Pharmacy, Belgaum; 

v. KLE College of Pharmacy, Hubli; 

vi. KLE College of Pharmacy, Bangalore. 

4. And further whereas,, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government 
vide its Notification No.9-19/2000-U.3 dated 17.01.2017, on the advice of UGC, extended the status of deemed to be 
university to KLE Academy of Higher Education & Research, Belgaum for another period of five years i.e. from 13.04.2011 
to 12.04.2016 subject to terms & conditions mentioned in earlier Notifications. 

5. And whereas, the functioning of KLE Academy of Higher Education & Research, Belgaum and all its Constituent 
Institutions was reviewed by the UGC with the help of Expert Committee during 14-17th February, 2017. The report of the 
Expert Committee was placed before the Commission in its 522nd meeting (Item No.2.08) held on 28.03.2017. The 
Commission considered the report and passed the following resolutions: 

“Considered and approved with the condition that the suggestions by the visiting Expert Committee, if any, will be 
addressed within a period of six months and the compliance report would be submitted alongwith documentary proof to 
UGC.” 

6. And further whereas, after perusal of the report of UGC Expert Committee and certain clarifications provided by the 
UGC on the report, it was observed that there is no separate & exclusive Society / Trust / Company for managing the deemed 
to be university contrary to the prevailing Regulations of UGC. 

7. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, on 
the advice of the UGC, do hereby extend the deemed to be University status to KLE Academy of Higher Education & 
Research, Belgaum from 13.04.2016 to 12.04.2019 with the following conditions: 

i. The Institution shall create a separate & exclusive not-for-profit Society / Trust / Company for managing the deemed 
to be university. 

ii. The Institution shall submit compliance report w.r.t. suggestions / deficiencies pointed out by the UGC Expert 
Committee. 

8. It is clarified that the further extension of deemed to be university shall be given only after compliance of the above 
conditions. The all other conditions mentioned in the earlier Notification(s) of this Ministry as well as the Rules / Regulations 
of UGC and other Statutory Councils, issued from time to time, shall continue to be adhered by KLE Academy of Higher 
Education & Research, Belgaum, Karnataka.
